Officials at Eastern Express, Inc. 
confirmed Wednesday that the company 
has ceased operation effective Tuesday 
afternoon. Approximately 3,500 em- 
ployes system-wide have been laid off, 

including 240 workers locally 
The company filed a petition for re- 
organization under Chapter 11 of the 


Federal Bankruptcy statutes last week. , 


Under the provisions of that law, 
Eastern Express, Inc. will wind down its 
operation under the supervision of 
bankruptcy officials. 

Ben Brough, Eastern’s manager of 
sales administration, advertising, and 
promotion, said that the company in- 
tends to deliver all freight presently 


under contract. ‘‘We will take no new 
orders, but we will deliver all freight 
presently being shipped’”’ he said. 

He also noted that some employes will 
be retained to “wind down’ the 
company’s operation. *‘We don't know 
how many people will remain to com- 
plete the work, but we are required to 
collect assets for our creditors,” Brough 
said. 

The firm's financial difficulties 
stemmed from two basic problems in 
recent months. The severe weather 
created serious cash flow problems for 
the company. Delays resulting from the 
extreme weather conditions seriously 
hampered the financial status of 
Eastern’s trucking business 

Brough also noted that Eastern had 
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astern Express Ceases Operation 


recently employed a new computer sys- 
tem for billing. “The changeover to the 
computer hurt us. Both the expense of 
the operation and the the fact that we 
were not able to get bills out on time 
cost us several weeks worth of cash 
flow,” Brough said. 

Reports indicated that the company 
was assisting its former employes in 
their search for new work. 

Jim Switzer, business agent for the 
local Teamsters union, stated that the 
union had already found new jobs for 
some truckers laid off in the Eastern 
closure. ‘‘However,’’ Switzer noted, 
“we're dealing with only about seven of 
our truckers being laid off. Many of the 
other employes being laid off are office 
personnel.” 
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He indicated that the Teamsters were 
working on new employment for its 
members affected by the closing and 
were optimistic about those chances. 


Effects of the closing on local busi- 
ness have not been estimated, but 
Brough noted that Eastern did “about 
$10,000 worth of business a day for Terre 
Haute businesses.” He continued, 
“There are other companies which will 
take over the business, but shippers will 
not have the variety of selection.” 


First indications of the financial woes 
at Eastern Express came last Tuesday 
with a report of a U.S. Internal Revenue 
Service $2 million tax lien filed against 
the company and recorded in the office 
of the Vigo County recorder. 
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Outlined By Myers 


After receiving several inquiries from 
employes who are laid-off from Eastern 
Express Ine., which was recently closé 
and placed in receivership in Federal 
Court, Congressman John Myers (Rep. 
7th Ind. Dist.) issued the following 
Statement: 

The clerk in the U.S. District Federal 
Court where the bankruptcy petition was 
filed has said that Eastern Express has 
been placed in receivership, which esen- 
tially removes control of the corporation 
from the hands of the firm’s man- 
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agement and places it under court con- 
trol. 

The court further advised Myers that 
no fraud investigation will be initiated 
unless written complaints are received 
by the federal judge. Persons wishing to 
call any matters to the attention of the 
court should write to Judge John 
Galgay, Bankruptcy Court, 40 Foley 
Square, New York, N.Y. 10007. . 

Persons believing they are owed 
money by the firm, should file a Proof of 
Claim Form, which is available from 
the U.S. District Court Clerk’s Office, 
210 Federal Building, Terre Haute. This 
form should be completed and returned 
to Judge Galgay. 

Myers said he contacted the Pension 
Benefit Guaranty Corporation which 
was established by Congress in 1974 to 
guarantee payment of insured benefits if 
covered plans terminate without suffi- 
cient assets to pay such benefits. 
Eastern has filed notice with PBGC, 
thus triggering a complete review of the 
pension plan to determine its financial 
condition. Once this is completed, PBGC 
will decide what action is required to 
protect the pension rights of the em- 
ployes. 

Because the trucking industry nor- 
mally falls under the jurisdiction of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
Myers’ office has also been in touch with 
this agency. The ICC advised him that 
the company is under absolute control of 
the bankruptcy court and that the ICC 
has absolutely no jurisdication over the 
disposition of this case. 

Myers stated he has also been in touch 


` with the Indiana Employment Security 


Office which assured him that all em- 
ployes of Eastern are eligible for un- 
employment benefits Any employe who 
has not yet applied for such benefits 
should do so at the Indiana Employment 
Security Office, on the second floor of 
the Star Building, 6th and Ohio Streets. 

Eastern petitioned for reorganization 
under Federal bankruptcy laws follow- 
ing an IRS suit filed in Vigo Superior 
Court for nearly $2,000,000 for unpaid 
taxes.
